IRISH FARMERS. 


cI NUGENT EVERARD'S 
VIEWS. 


Colonel Sir Nugent T. Everard, Bart., pre- 
gided at the 27th annual eae meeting of 
the shareholders and members of the County 
Meath Agricultural Society, Ltd., at Navan 
yesterday 

Messrs. Hugh Cullen and Albert Lowry, 
Hon. Secretaries, in submitting the balance 
sheet and statement of accounts for the year 
1925, said that the annual summer show 
marked a record alike in exhibits and 
receipts. The Society held, for the first 
time, a Christmas fat stock show and sale, 
which wis very successful in view of the 
short notice given to feeders, and the Com. 
mittee had been encouraged to make it an 
gunual fixture. 

[he annual report dealt with the loss sus- 
caned in January, 1925, by the destruction 
of the cattle stalls in the big storm, and 
stated that to replace these cost £350, This 
filet dis iture militated against what 
would have been otherwise a very succéssful 
financial year. 

The Chairman moved the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts. The finan- 
cial position of the Society, he said, was 
sound. Further expenditure was contem- 
plated, owing to repairs that were necessary 
io the horse stalls; something had got to be 
done in order to provide for the v high 
class of horses exhibited at the annual show. 
"é looked upon their shows, whether of 
horses, or cattle, or fat stock, or of industry, 
as being the very best reans of bringing 
before farmers and the public generally the 
only lines upon which they could expect 
agriculture to cucceed. 

He did not think it likely that the resi- 
dent of any agricultural society could give a 
very cheering account of the general state of 
agriculture in this country at present 


moment. In fact, he added, we read nothing 


but gloomy reports, whether in Ireland or 
Great Britain. Nothing seemed to have yet 
been done, or proposed to be done, which 
would change the outlook for farmers 
generally. It was not that the public were 
not prepared to undergo a certain amount of 
expenditure in order to help agriculture, but 
the difficulty was to know Ea to apply any 
permanent remedy. Of course, there were 
many people who came forward with certain 
nostrums, but they only had a very limited 
effect; and the problem. we had to face in 
this country was far more serious than in 
almost any country in the world. It was, 
how te provide any sort of policy that 
would be equally applicable and successful 
in the case of the l@@ge and the smal! farmer. 
It was whelly im ible for a small farmer 
to make a living no.-,“uniess he farmed in- 
tevusively; 1 a Jarge farmer attempted it the 
cost of labour was so high that he would find 
! an impossibility. Therefore, they were 
driven unfortunately into the position, in the

case Of the small farmer. of simp! ro- 
viding himself and his family 7 vith 
food and allowing the rest to for 
grezing ; and in the case of the larger farmer. 


when they had expert evidence published for 
their information by .the Department of Agri- 
culture, Showing that no crop which could be 
produced would, when sowed, pay the cost of 
production, it was not encouraging, much as 
they would wish it to be otherwise.

liked with his own ”; but that was naturally 
qualified by the fact that “ no man had a 
right to do what he willed with his own to the 
detriment of his neighbour.’’ 

Concluding, the Sitirnes said that he did 
not think that he had any right to talk about 
profitable farming, because his experience had 
been rather the opposite. He had not been 
able to make farming pay, and he supposed 
that there was no man who farmed on a large 
scale who had been able to make it pay in 
recent years either; so he thought he was ex- 
pressing their views in saying that something 
had got to be done; what it was he was not 
in a position to state.

Miss Grace O’Brien, who adjudicated in the 
piano contests, gave some sound advice to 
aspiring piano players.

As Mr. Arthur Darley pointed out, something 
more than the mere mechanical playing ot 
notes was expected. To competitors in this 
advanced stage, technique should be already 
sure, and the object should rather be to 
convey the message of the composer. 

_ PLEA FOR THE VIOLA. 

It was of interest to note that two com- 

titors faced the test for viola playing. As 

r, Darley said, it is an extraordinary thing 
that viola playing is so sadly neglected in 
Dublin. The old maid of the orchestra, no- 
body seemed anxious to cultivate the viola, 
and this is one of the greatest difficulties in 
the creation of quartets in this city. It was, 
he pointed out, a mistake to believe that 
playing the viola made anyone play out of 
tune. If the player devoted a little time 
every day to playing both viola and violin 
there would be no difficulty about keeping 
in tune. 

ln thé soprano and tenor solo singing con- 
tests at night the entries were not as high 
as usual, but this was due-.to. the standard 
of the test piécés. In past years the ‘test 
pieces were of such a nature and range that 
mezgzo-sopranos and light baritones competed. 
To eliminate this, the Committee set tests 
which could only be sung by true tenors 
and sopranos. The same principle has been 
applied w the classes for mezz0-sopranos, 
contraltos, baritones and basses, so that there 
will not be the anomaly, say, of a baritone 
carrying off the bass competition. 

In the course of the day’s announcements 
the Rev. Father Columbus said that the 
Father Mathew Feis was never a paying 
concern, but nevertheless they were keeping 
it on for the purpose of advancing musical 
education. Although all competitors could 
not win a prize, they could all learn some- 
thing from the adjudicators’ comments.

BELFAST WEAVERS’ PLIGHT 
Nmmmma mm | 
STRANDED IN FRANCE. 


A letter received from the Folkestone Union 
intimated to the Belfast Guardians yesterday 
that a little over twelve months ago a number 
of persons—three women, a man, and his wife 
and child—had gone to France in answer to 
advertisements in the Belfast Press—namely, 
attractive offers of work for weavers. 

‘* Seemingly,’’ the letter continued, ‘‘ these 
people were disillusionised; for they finally 
came into the hands of the British Consul at 
Boulogne, who sent them to Folkestone about 
a month ago, when they were removed to the 
Guardians’ institution at Lyminge, being 
destitute. These people will be removed to 
Belfast in the course of a week or so.” 

Mr. Harry Taylor, J.P., said apparently 
these people were misled. He thought that 
when British subjects went to another country 
looking for work the British Consul would 
keep them right. It was a pity to see decent, 
respectable people stranded in a foreign 
coumtry. He considered that there had been 
some laxity on the part of the Government. 

The Clerk (Mr. R. H. Wilson) said that the 
general arrangement was that when such 
people were brought over they were per- 
mitted to go home. 

Mr. Taylor said that he thought it hard 
that these people should have to be put on 
the poor law. People like them ought not to 
be permitted to go to a foreign country under 
such circumstances. The advertisements were 
very misleading, enticing people to go out, 
Would the Guardians have to pay for bringing 
the persons referred to over here? 

The Clerk—No; they are transferred at the 
expense Of the poor law authority on the 
other side of the water.

CABS ' IN LONDON; 


NINEPENCE A MILE FOR 
NEW TWO-SEATERS. 
————— 


“The chief feature of the new Home Office 
Order dealing with two-seater tabi-cabs, 
issued in London yesterday, is the pro- 
vision of alternative scales of charges for 
hire. 
i Under the first, the present minimum 
ifates, based on one shilling for the first 
mile, are recapitulated. 

.The second scale introduces a ninepenny 
fare for a distance. not exceeding one mile, 
or for a time not exceeding eleven and a 
quarter minutes, with an extra three- 
pence for each subsequent third of a mile, 
or three and three-quarter minutes. . 

Two-seaters may not ply for hire at the 
old “rates; but foursseaters may use the 
reduced scale. 
. The Home Secretary, when he announced 
his decision in Parliament last Thursday, 
said that he had received so far 500 applica- 
tions for licences, and he anticipated that 
there might be 500 two-seaters on the streets 
within six months. It will be an imper- 
eptible~ addition to London’s fleet of taxi- 
cabs, which numbers something far over 
10,000. ‘The ‘two-seater (which has already 
made its appearance on the Dublin streets 
and plies at the 1s. per mile rate) is simply 
a dwarf taxi, much the same in design and 
appearance, but narrower, shorter, lower, and 
without the tip-up seats inside. The short- 
ness and narrowness are a gain in respect of 
traffic congestion. 


DUNDALK STRIKE. 
EFFORT TO SETTLE 
DOCK DISPUTE. 


—.. 


The strike, which has tied up the, Dundalk 
and Newry Steampacket Company & service 
now for over a week remains unsettled, but 
Mr. Peter Hughes, Minister for Defence, who 
is interesting himself in the dispute, declares 
that he is still confident that the difficulty 
can be settled quickly. 

Mr. Hughes expressed his conviction at a 
meeting which was held in the Dundalk Town 
Hall on Monday night with a view to devising 
ways and means of ending the trouble. While 
no proposals were laid before the. meeting, a 
committee was appointed to interview repre- 
sentatives of the company and employés at 


once. 
LOSING £29 PER TRIP. 

Mr. John Cox, chairman of the board of 
directors, declared that if the Steampacket 
Company’s service closed it. would be the 
greatest blow to Dundalk within his memory. 
He produced figures to show that his com- 
pany during the past year had lost £10,000. 
Throughout the year they had been paying 
more than 5&0 per cent. of their total revenue 
to the workers, and for the past half-year they 
had been losing £29 per trip. 

It had been found necessary to reduce the 
number of sailings to “ make ends meet,” but 
as soon as trade improved they hoped to 
revert to their old conditions. He did pro- 
test, however, against the action of the men 
in leaving a large cargo, portion of which was 
— in the hold of the boat by their 
ightning strike. Such a procedure was “ not 
cricket.”’ 

Mr. James Carroll, who presided, said that 
if the strike continued and the company’s 
service were closed, it would mean that Dun- 
dalk would become “ an inland town.” 

Mr. McGahon, Chairman of the Board of 
Health, said that the Dundalk Harbour Board 


would Jose a third of the revenue 
and their scheme for the spending 
of ‘£50.000 on improving’ the port 
would have to be dropped if the 


threatened closing of the Steampacket Com- 
pany was not averted. On that work scores 
of Dundalk men were looking forward to 
being employed, and to deprive them of that 
work would be a crime. 


BROKEN AGREEMENTS. 


An interesting suggestion was made by 
Mr. T. F. MeGahon, Chairman of the Louth 
Board of Health, at a meeting on Monday 
night of the Dundalk Chamber of Commerce, 
called to deal with the situation arising out 
of the strike. Speaking in the presence of a 
member of the Free State Government (Mr. 
Hughes), he said he would suggest that 
some steps should be taken to compe] both 
employers and employed to observe agree- 
ments'once they had been entered into. He 
would insist on bodies of employers and 
trade unions lodging a certain sum of money 
which would be forfeited if a stoppage 
occurred without due notice. 

The person who “‘ held up ” with a revolver 
a man in the street could be preperly punished 
for his crime, Mr. McGahon went on, but 
the person who allowed goods to lie in the 
hold of a boat, and refused their owners per- 
mission to get them, was allowed off scot 
free.

Mr. McGahon stated that much of the trade 
of Dundalk had been filched away owing to 
the border regulations; and he saw little 
prospect of getting that trade back.

In the Steampacket 
Company alone they had ten strikes in the 
last five vears, and each of these strikes, in 
addition to causing the merchants of the town 
much inconvenience, had lost them a little

“Educate the worker by all means, but 
do not forget the manufacturer and the 
heads of our business concerns,’ said Mr. 
C, P. Murphy in his presidential address 
yesterday at the fifty-eighth annual 
Congress of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation at University College, Cork. 
The Congress was attended by five hundred 
delegates, representing fourteen thousand 
national teachers. 

Mr. Murphy considered it wrong to 
blame the workers alone for the country’s 
lack of success industrially, as he con- 
sidered that in many. case those 
responsiblé for the management of manu- 
facturing concerns were hopelessly out of 
date in their ideas and methods. Some 
of them, he said, seemed to be possessed 
of unparalleled conservatism and a lack 
of vision that resulted in a hopeless effort 
to capture eyen the home trade, 

Speaking of education in the schools, 
the President laid stress on the importance 
attaching to the selection of the teacher, 
and said that. they should create a pro- 
fession the members of which would 
possess high academic attainments, hold- 
ing positions of influence and independence, 
‘and ‘sufiiciently well remunerated: to allow 
them to devote their whole attention and 
energies to the spread of culture ‘and 
learning. 


OFFICIAL OPENING. 


LORD MAYOR’S WELCOME. 

The Congress was officially opened by Mr. 
Sean French, Lord Mayor of Cork, who was 
supported on the platform by a large number 
of the University College professors, wearing 
their academic robes. 

The Lord Mayor said that on behalf of the 
citizens of all classes and creeds he welcomed 
the Congress to the city with a true Irish 
welcome. The national teachers, he said, had 
the power for either good or bad in the future 
of the country. Upon them rested the re- 
sponsibility of laying the foundation of what 
they hoped would be the greater prosperity 
of the country. 

“It is a happy thing,” he went on, ‘ that 
to-day we have delegates from all over the 
country. If I can say one word to impress you 
all from North, South, East and West, it is 
that the national teachers’. first duty is to 
create unity jn God's Ireland. When we can 
succeed in establishing that unity we shall 


go along, with pride in our race, in our 
work and in our industnmes, until the day 


when our country shall. certainly take her 
place among the nations of the earth.” 

Professor 'T. O'Donoghue welcomed the 
delegates to University College on behalf of 
Professor R. J. Merriman, the President, who 
was unavoidably absent. There was no more 
responsible work in the State, he said,. than 
that of the primary teachers. 

Among those who wrote regretting inability 
to attend were the Right Rev. Dr. Dowse, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, and the Most 
Rev. Dr. Browne. 


EDUCATING THE MASSES. 
Mr. C, FP. Murphy, in his presidential 
address, dealt, at length with the educational 
position and the outlook for the future. They 
were much behind other countries in this 
respect, he said, and until such time as the 


masses. of the people recognised that the 
economic regeneration of the country de- 


pended upon a general educational uplift they 
could not hope to hold their own against their 
competitors in the agricultural and industrial 
arena. Attention had of late been con- 
centrated on the education, or lack o 
education, of the farming community ;' but. 
while they realised that this class had 
much to learn before it could compete suc- 
cessfulJvy with its rivals abroad, they must 
acknowledge that all other classes in the 
nation were equally lacking in educational 
equipment and efficiency. : 
‘Are our universities, for instance, up to 
the level of those of Germany? Are we as 
advanced in medical or  edueational or 
chemical research as we should be? Are our 
engineers capable of dealing with schemes of 
first-class magnitude’ Are the few industries 
that we possess able to compete on their 
merits with those of foreign countries? I am 
afraid that we must answer these questions 
in the negative. ‘The veal fundamental reason 
is that we as a nation have lost our tradition 
of learning and culture. Centuries of repres- 
sion and neglect have icft their mark, and 
we have lagged behind other peoples pos- 
sessed of no greater abilities or talent, until 
now we find ourselves hopelessly outclassed in 
science, art, industries and agriculture.”’ 


THE ONE REMEDY. 

Education was the ove and only remedy. 
“Educate that you may be free’’ was a 
great truth. He would say, “ Educate that 
you may be prosperous,” and none too soon 
could they realise that education was a 
national investment and not a luxury. The 
setting up of two native Parliaments and the 
fact that they were now throww upon their 
own resources made it nmperative for them to 
focus attention on the causes and solutions of 
national backwardness, and it behoved every 
party and organisation.to give unremitting 
attention to this vital and immediate. matter. 
Up to now the great majority of our children 
never got an opportunity of pursuing educa 
tion farther: than. the primary: school, and 
even during the years devoted to primary 
education the apathy and the poverty of the 
parents prevented the children from _ benefit- 
ing from it. It was nothing short of 
criminal for the State to abandon those 
children when they left the primary schools. 
Money spent wisely at. this stage would be 
saved a hundredfold later on the grants for 
unemployment and the suppression of crime. 
i" Education ignorance, a 
ignorance causes incompetency and crime. 
The work in the primary school is the laying 
of a foundation common to all the occupations 
of adult life. There 1s no place in the 
curricula of such schools for work of a voca- 
tional nature, and all such work should be 
relegated to the post-primary age, when it 
has been definitely ascertained and decided 
what path in life the child is about to tread. 
It is as wrong to attempt to teach a child 
of under fourteen the elements of agriculture 
as the elements of medical science; it is as 
wrong to teach him to be a clerk as to try 
to train him to become a soldier. There is 
no aspect of education that has been viewed 
with sich a complete absence of mental 
perspective as this—there is no educational 
topic that has been responsible for so much 


reduces 


loose reasoning .or for such ill-digested 
thought.’’ 
For children whose future’ depended . on 


agriculture or the various arts and crafts, 
agricultural, technical and continuation 
schools must be provided, and regular attend- 
ance for a specified time each week at these 
schools should be made a condition of all 
apprenticeship. ‘Thus will our farmers be 
capable of competing with those of countries 
like Denmark, or our industrial workers 
attain the excellence of craftsmanship that 
has distinguished our ancestors.” 


OUT OF DATE IDEAS. 


It would be wrong, however, to lay the 
blame for our lack of success industrially on 
the workers. It must be admitted that in 
many cases those responsible for the manage- 
ment of our manufacturing concerns are hope- 
lessly out of date in their ideas and methods. 
While in other countries new methods. of 
organisation, improved machinery, live adver- 
tising, and a continuous study of the wants 
of the consumer seem to be the aim of the 
producer, our business men seem to be pos- 
sessed of an unparalleled conservatism and a 
lack of vision that result in a hopeless effort 
to capture even our home trade.. No less than

GOih ANNIVERSARY OF HIS 
ENTRY INTO THE ARMY. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 
President Hindenburg celebrates to-morrow 
the 60th anniversary of his entry into the 
Army, which he joined on April 7, 1866. On 
that day he joined the 3rd Regiment of 
Guards, then stationed at Danzig.

GAELIC LEAGUE’S VIEW

A series of remarkable resolutions was 
passed yesterday at the first General Con- 
gress of the Gaelic League, held under the 
constitution that was adopted last year. 

The conference took place in the League’s 
Hall, Rutland square, Dublin. There was 
a fairly large attendance, but it was not 
so large as that at last year’s gathering.

Dr. Sean P. MacEnri, President, who oc- 
cupied the chair, said that the League 
had emerged. from the cloud that hung over 
it for a while, and the movement for the 
spread of the Irish language had now gained 
a fresh impetus. The Executive Committee 
included men of different political opinions, 
and they were of one mind as to the policy 
to be adopted and followed. They were 
working harmoniously and successfully for 
the object which they all had at heart. 

The Gaels were waking up and preparing 
for the fight before them. The enemies of 
the Irish language thought that when Irish- 
men quarrelled with one another they could 
drive the language from the land and from 
the schools. Already it had been driven, 
practically, from the six counties, and those 
people thought that they could do the same 

a in the Free State. He described those 
people as “ British Janissaries,’’ whose news- 
papers claimed to be national. News- 
papers, which called themselves national, and 
great Churchmen and school teachers were 
helping the anti-Irish party. If the 
language were to be promoted those people 
must be met and fought, as they had been 
fought when Irish was made a subject of 
examination in the National University. 

There were many Gaels whe were bringing 
up their children without giving them know- 
ledge of even a ward of Irish. How different 
the Irish people were from the Welsh in that 
respect! The spirit of the Gaelic language 
ought to be implanted and strengthened in 
the hearts of the youth of Ireland, for it was 
the growing generation that would kill or 
save the language. fF or that reason he was 
glad to regognise the good work that was 
being doné in some of the schools. The 
children were learning to speak the language. 

The Gaelic language must be put in the 
front place in its own country, and no person 
ought to be appointed to a public position 
in the Gaeltacht who had not a working 
knowledge of the language. The ry vn of 
those in office at present paid but little at- 
tention to Irish. The work of the Govern- 
ment, of the Courts and of the Civic Guards 
ought to be transacted in Irish in the 
Gaeltacht. Although he was retiring from 
the Presidency in favour of a younger man, 
he would still do all in his power to promote 
the language. 


OATH OF ALLEGIANCE. 

Mr. P. T. McGinley said that he was of 
opinion that the Executive Committee did 
not do its utmost to get the Government 
to drop the oath of allegiance, which Irish 
teachers were compelled to take. 

Mr. P. O’Maille, T.D., said that the 
Executive Committee had done its best, but 
there was delay owing to the resignation of 
Mr. MeNeill as Minister of Education. 
Professor O’Sullivan, the present Minister, 
had told him that an Act of the Oireachtas 
was necessary before the oath could be 
‘dropped. 

A delegate said that Irish classes had fallen 
through owing to the oath. 

Mr. Sean O hUadhaigh «aid that the Execu- 
tive Committee had done its best in a friendly 
vay to have the oath removed. 

Several delegates said that the oath had 
done great injury to the cause of the language. 

The President said that in some cases the 
teachers were to blame. He knew of one case 
in which a teacher wrote more than once to 
the Secretary of the County Council inquiring 
whether or not he was bound to take the 
path. After some correspondence the order 
came from the Minister that the oath was 
indispensable. 

Mr. McGinley moved that the paragraph in 
the Executive Committee’s report relating to 
what they had done in the way of removing 
the oath be deleted. 

The motion was defeated. 

On the motion of Mr. O hUadhaigh, seconded 
by Professor O’Brien, a motion which 
came from the Executive Committee to the 


following effect was @adopted :—‘* That the 
time has arrived when the business of 
Government should be transacted in the 


national language only, and so in reality put 
into operation Article 4 of the Constitution 
bí the Free State.’’ 


“ RIDICULOUS.” i 

A resolution from Tralee suggested that, 
for the good example it would afíord, the 
Irish language should be the common medium 
of exchange in the residence of the Governor- 
General. 

This resolution was described as ridiculous, 
and it was not moved here. 

The North Dublin branch submitted a 
resolution asking the Government to ‘send 
officers and members of the Civic Guard who 
could do their business in the Irish language 
to Irish-speaking districts, and to remove 
therefrom those public servants who knew 
only English. , 

Mr. Michael Lynch suggested as an amend- 
ment that the English-speaking members 
should not be withdrawn, but that they 
should be given the option of learning Irish, 
failing which they should be dismissed. His 
opinion was that the English-speaking officers 
and Guards would be delighted to leave the 
"á districts and be brought into the 
owns, 

The resolution was carried. 

A resolution which was received from -the 
Ard Craob was to the effect that the Govern- 
ment was guilty of folly by allowing the 
young people who know Irish to emigrate, 
and that those people should be provided 
with employment or eettled on the land.

yesterday afternoon at 25 Parnell square, with 
An Buachaillin Buidhe in the chair. 

The Chairman said that this was the tenth 
anniversary of the foundation of the Fainne. 
At the end of another year the question he 
asked himself was, whether they were pro- 
gressing or whether they were losing ground 
in the matter of the language. The Fainne 
was worn to-day by more persons than ever 
before. Almost every month a new branch 
was established. He was of opinion that the 
Dublin members of the organisation ‘formed 
its strongest bulwark, although it was mak- 
ing progress in many centres, and its mem- 
bers had confidence in each other. People of 
all ages were enrolled, all of whom were 
pledged to foster the Irish KT and Irish 
customs. As members of the Fainne they 
knew that the Irish language was the founda- 
tion of Irish nationality. Attempts were 
being made by enemies to drive Irish out of 
the country, but they would not succeed while 
the “ring’’ was worn in Ireland. 

The Secretary read the report of the Com- 
mittee for the past year, which showed that 
1,133 persons were enrolled during the year. 
Of that number 312 were under the 
age of 16 years. There were 75 
branches at work at present. There were only 
two branches in the Six Counties, and with 
the exception of Belfast, nothing was being 
done íor the language in other parts of 
Northern Ireland. Six hundred and twenty 
persons received the silver “ ring” last year,

Mr. O hUadhaigh asked the President, how 
many persons were wearing the “ yellow ” 
ring.

Str,—Everybody is crying out against the 
public expenditure, but no one takes the esti- 
mates and points out where saving can be 
made. According to the schedule published 
on the 13th March last, the Department of 
Agriculture is costing the taxpayers of this 


small country £1,712,000 per annum. Here 
are the figures :—

Middle-aged men can remember when Ire- 
land had no Department, and the country was 
as well off as at present, except that rents 
were higher; but it was Mr. Gladstone, not 
the Department, that made them lower. ‘he 
Government thought of abolishing it after the 
Treaty, and that is what should have been 
done, as it is not necessary.

Times, under the- heading, “A Century’s 
Work in Education,” of the passing of the 
old: Manor School, Fermoy, and with interest 
the remarks of Archdeacon Abbott regarding 
that town of a century or so ago. L fancy, 
however, that the suggestion—which I 
suppose, aiter all, it is—-that Fermoy was 
only a miserable hamlet of a few cabins in, 
say, 1800 is hardly correct. I have here an 
engraving of the first recorded stone bridge 
of thirteen arches, built in 1689, which shows 
the quays as having very large corn stores 
of several floors, quite equal to those which 
we see in later times. 

Though, admittedly, the advent of the 
garrison and the barrack buildings and local 
banks was the beginning of better days, yet 
that the “ men of the plain’’ prospered and 
were well established at a very early date 
seems irrefutable. I could tell of many 
records that came down through our settlers 
centuries ago—of lands held in the district, 
of sites they gave—but it would be, perhaps, 
wearisome. Sufficient is the certain fact that 
Fermoy was ro mean town when cities that 
flourish now could hardly have heard the

RUGBY F)OTBALLEBE'S DEATH. 


At an inquest held yesterday evening on 
Sidney Albert Brown, meee 28, vice-captain of 
the ~c Keven ie City Rugby Football Club, who 
died on Sunday, following injuries received on 
the previous day in a match at Kingsholm 
against Aberavon, the Coroner returned a 
verdict that death was due to hemorrhage and 
shock following a ruptured kidney. 

The evidence showed that Brown effected a 
clean tackle of an opponent. Both fell to the 
ground, and Brown was assisted to ‘* touch,’’ 
where he received attention. He returned to 
the field and finished the match. Three 
hours later he was removed to the hospital, 
where the doctors diagnosed a ruptured 
kidney. At about six on Sunday morning 
Brown’s condition suddenly became desperate. 
An operation was performed, but he died an 
hour later. 

Brown’s father, Vice-Chairman of the 
Gloucester Club Committee, said that he wit- 
ressed the play, and was perfectly satisfied 
that his son s injury was the result of a pure 
accident.

HOW TO PLAY IT. 
GA Ga 
NO. 5—VOLLEYING. 
BY RENE LACOSTE. 


Generally speaking, not enough attention 
is paid to volleying. It is an immensely 
important stroke, because of the time it saves. 
By volleying yeu not only get back the ball 
much quicker than when you take it off the 
ground. but you give your opponent less time 
to consider and form his reply. 

Also, the volleying position, if you can 
acMteve it, gives you a much wider choice of 
angle froth which to make your attack than 
if you play off the ground from further back. 
If, therefore, in playing singles, you can get 
to the net, and not be passed, yoh have a 
great advantage. 

Volleying decides points uicker, and 
“prevents tedious and tiring rallies between 
two stone-walling base liners. The dis- 
advantage of the volley is that it requires 
‘greater concentrated effort, and so _ tries 
quickly. Its very quickness makes it harder 
for a persistent volleyer to work out a 
strategic plan of campaign; he is forced to 
rely more on improvisation. Moreover, the 
danger of being passed is always present. 


CHOOSE YOUR MOMENT. 

Now there are two kinds of volleyers. 
First, the volleyer who makes for the net 
at once and on every occasion, as a fixed 
principle, because he is sure to be beaten on 
the base-line. He must get as close as 
possible to the net, and must use great speed 
of foot, so as to avoid or diminish the danger 
of being passed. 

Second, the complete player who chooses 
his moment to go to the net in accordance 
with the run of the game. He will prepare 
his volley before going up and does not need 
to get so close to the net. An example of 
the first kind is Borotra, as he used to play; 
of the second, Johnston. 


FAMOUS VOLLEYERS. 
Borotra, however, has now greatly im- 
proved his ground strokes, and may be 


considered as being intermediate between the 
two categories. It is not now so necessary for 
him to get to the net as it was formerly, but 
he prefers to do so. He has a very good 
reason for this preference, for he is the best 
volleyer I have ever seeni. 

Borotra’s superiority to all other volleyers, 
in my experience, is ¢ .e not only to his super- 
lative speed of foot and eye, but also to the 
perfection with which his volley strokes are 
executed. His position at the net is the best 
possible : he stoops in any direction with great 
rapidity, and he always hits the ball exactly 
in the centre of the racket and with the pre- 
cise stroke required for every type of: volley. 
Like all great volleyers, he volleys very deep 
and with little cut on the ball. 

Richards is another remarkable volleyer. 
He is, perhaps, even surer than Borotra, for 
he practically never misses a volley; but his 
volley is not so difficult to take as Borotra’s, 
because he puts more cut on the ball. Con- 
sidered from the poimt of view of stroke alone. 
Johnston may be held the best volleyer of all. 

But this is without reference to foot-work. 

He is not so quick on his feet, and it is the 
combination between foot-work and stroke 
that makes Borotra supreme in this depart- 
ment of the game. 
Johnston, however, has so much punch in 
his volley that he can hit the ball further 
from the vet than most other players, and, 
therefore, does not need to go up so close. 


GET CLOSE TO THE NET. 

It may be laid down as a rule that when 
you go up you should, unless you are gifted 
with the remarkable power of stroke that 
characterises Johnston's volley, get as close 
as possible to the net. The distance at which 
you place yourself from it will vary accord- 
ing, not only to your foot-work and also to 
your smashing power, because if you have a 
bad smash you will be in constant danger of 
being passed. 

The importance of volleying in singles is 
confined almost entirely to men’s play. For 
ladies the volley is practically useless. Mlle. 
Lenglen, for instance, who has a first-rate 
volley, hardly ever goes to the net in singles. 
If she wins two points in a set by volleying, 
this is about the maximum. ‘The reason for 
this lies not in any inferiority in skill, since, 
as I have said, the lady champion is a mas- 
terly; volleyer, but solely in a womai’-s 
smaller - physical means. She plays on a 
court the same size as that for men, and a 
man can hardly cover it so cs to volley 
persistently—obviously, therefore, a woman 
cannot. 

In ladies’ doubles or in mixed doubles the 
game does not differ from that in men’s 
doubles, about which I shall have more to 
say later; the rule in all of these is to volley 
as much as possible. 

To what extent, in men’s doubles, a player 
should go up and volley, is a question of 
tactics. It may confidently be said that no 
one can be a great player unless he can go up 
when occasion demands. This will depend 
much upon the other player. In my own case 
it depends entirely upon my adversary. 

My play, on the whole, is better from the 
back of the court, but against an opponent 
like Gordon Lowe or Manoel Alonso I go to 
the net all the time.
